The Most Important Books. 


Everybody tries it sooner or later, and nobody succeeds in 


doing it. That is, compiling a list of ten favorite books or ten 
most influential books, or the ten most useful books for a given 
purpose. But so great is the number of books, and so varied 
is the reading public's taste that the lists invariably turn out to 
be inadequate, ridiculous or longer than the .number allowed. 


Not long ago the Survey made an attempt to find out what 


were the six most important books for social workers—six 
books which every social worker should have in his library. 
The result was both laughable and enlightening. 


In order to simplify the choosing of lists'it was permitted to 


name volumes to fit a special branch of social work.' Even 
that did not help. There were lists for social workers, for 
health workers, for children's workers and for industrial social 
workers. Of all the replies sent in, no two had identical lists.' 
In fact, 17 replies named 135 books, indicating that a number 
of them took in more than the allotted six. 


Apparently the specialized literature for the social workers is 


nearly as bulky in amount as any other branch of reading. 
There is one danger, however. The social worker, with so 
many specialized volumes to consider, may forget that all good

"In the first place it is always well 


to bear in mind one "motto above all 
else—Stop, Look and Listen. Anyone 
living up to this motto, to tho letter 
very seldom is the victim of an acci- 
dent. 
. "Always bear in mind that the traf- 
fic cop is your friend and at all times 
wil Irty to prevent personal injury to 
you but he can do nothing for. you 
if you fail to follow a few of the set 
rules of traffic. 


"When a traffic officer raises his 


hand for you to stop, whether you be 
in a car or on foot, don't fail to heed 
his signal for this is intended for your 
personal safety.

"It is a common practice- among the 


pedestrians to try and get across in 
'rout of an on-coming car, even after 
,he officer has given them the stop- 
iignnl. This will be all right if you get 
Across, but some day you will stub 
your toe and in case of an accident the 
auto driver is blameless.

"Don't dodge into the street from

111, 1920 and had erected a holder at 
that time. The company were advised 
that they co_uld, under that permission, 
go ahead and erect another

without the formality of appearing fee- 
fore the Council, .but when objections 
were raised he had recommended tKat 
the Council be petitioned as it was an 
addition to the original, plans. He said 
that he understood that the objection 
that was :belng raised to the erection 
was on account of the noise that 'was 
made during the winter when it -was 
necessary to heat the water under the 
holder by live steam. This would be 
done away with and a hot water sys- 
tem of heating would be maintained 
another winter. The question of odor 
he said could also be eliminated, but 
the main question for the council was 
whether the -holder was dangerous or 
was it a public necessity. 
Councilman Whitman asked Mr. Sey- 
bolt who was present, about the odor 
and he explained that it was the pump- 
ing from the drip tanks and this could 
be entirely eliminated by forcing it 
into the sev.-er.
